A. The Objection is no betrer than a wretched 
piece of Sophiftry, intended to puzzle and amufe 
the Ignorant. But yet They, who want Artificial 
Logick to Confute, may by their Narural Logick 
Perceive the Fallacy. But co ballance a Pretended 
Abfardity with a Real one, which cannot be avoid- 
ed upon the Objector’s Principle, we beg leave to 
ask, why two {uchOppofites, as Rewards and Pu- 
nifhments, cannot bein God. The only an{wer to 
be return’d is this, that they wou'd argue Imper- 
fection in him. But He, who makes fuch an an- 
fwer, muft confequently own, that to be Without 
one of the Oppofites is an Argument of more Per- 
fection than ro Have them Both, Whence it nacu- 
rally follows, that that Man, who Eacourages his 
Good Servants, but no ways Difcourages his Bad 
ones; or Vice Ver:4, is amore Perfeét Man than He, 
who has an Equitable regard to Both. And yet 
this is whar the Objector will not venture to affirm. 

But tho’ Oppofires cannot Be In God, may they 
not yet Procede From him. For fure to be In. and 
to procede From, are terms as Different as Caufe 
and Effect. But then it may be retorted, that, as 
we allow Juftice and Mercy ( which are the Cau- 
fes of Rewards and Punifhmentrs ) to be Effenrial 
to the Divine Nature, fo a Syllogifm, which returns 
to the very fame thing with the Objection, may be 
thus form’d : Oppofites cannot be in God: Jutftice 
and Mercy are Oppofites : Therefore Juftice and 
Mercy cannot be in God. In anfwer to which, 
we deny the Minor Propofition, and affirm, thac 
the reafon, why Juftice and Mercy are feemingly 
Oppofite, is, becaufe We puny Mortals are oblig’d 
thro’ the fhallownefs of our Mean Capacities to 
confider the Divine Nature no otherwije than by 
Piece-meal ; whereas thole things, we call his Se- 
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veral Atcributes, conftiruce but One, Simple, Undi- 
Vided Effence. And therefore Rewards and Punith- 
ments are the refult of that One, Simple, Undivid- 
ed Effence exerting it felf in a Different Manner. 
But becaufe we cannot thus fimply confider the Di- 
vine Nature, thall God therefore {ager for Our 
Weaknefs, fhall his Prerogative be call’'d in Quefti- 
on becaufe of Our Infirmiries ? 

Q. In our Thanks Given it is thus, We blefs thee 
for our Creation, Piefervation, And pray the Signifi- 
cation of the Word Bie/s; for I take it to infer [cme be- 
nefit or bappine/ival which come from God, and that he 
is not capable of Receiving any fromus. If it be a 
proper Word for Thanks Given, why is it never ufed 
One to an Other ? 

A, As we were Created for our Maker's glory, 
{0 to offer unte God Thank{giving is the greatett be- 
nefit we can beftow upon him. Not as tho’ We 
Mortals coud Really beitow any thing on God ; 
but ic is to be underftood with regard to His con- 
defcenfive, his Infinitely Condefcenfive Acceptance 
of our Praife. 

But to the Query, why the word Bi:/s is not in 
the fame fenle applied to Men as well as God, it 
might be enough to anfwer, that Modes of Speech 
and Appropriations of Words are Arbitrary things ;

HE advice from Bruffells Sept. 14th. Give an Ac- 
-E count that on the 8th at noon 2 Britifh Baralli- 
sns atrack’d the French in the Villages, before our Camp, 
ad Drove them out, 'then they advanced to the Caftle 

( Agramont, where they attack’d 200 French, and all 
chat were in the Lower Court were either kill’d or ta- 
key; and while chey attack’d the Caftle, the Enemies 
Piquet advanced, with whom they made a retiring 
fight, and return'd to their Camp, feveral Men being 
(iin and wounded on both fides. That on the 7th ac 

iache Morning soo French from Namure attack’d a 
Reviment encamp’d at the Gate of Lachen, and carried 
off {ome Hortes ; but Our Dragoons with foe Officers, 
taking the Alarm, went out and purfu'd them with a 
ereat Fire to the River, which the French pats‘d in fuch 
diforder, that a Captain and 20 Men were taken, fo 
that they retook moft of the Horfes. The Dragoons 
have brought in a great Number of the Enemy that 
were wounded, with rhe lofs only of 2 Men and § 
wounded. From Antwerp Sept. 14. ‘Tis advifed, thar 
on the roth. The Garriton of Lille made 4 Signals, 
but upon what account they know not. They have 
twice ruln’d the Batteries on the Countericarp, but our 
Bombs having aifmounted thofe Cannon that moft an- 
noy them, the Batteries on the Counterfcarp and on 
the Covered-way began to fire on the 9th on the Wall 
of the Town, and having made facha Breach, that in 
a few days they will make a general Storm ; for which 
8o000 Fafcines are in readinefs with a great number of 
Sacks of Sand and other rhi That the Garrifon 
have been fummon’d to fi , which they refufe. 
That the Prifoners taken on the Counterfcarp fay, they 
have Barricaded the Sheets next to the attack, have 
made Intrenchments in the Avenues to the Caftle and 


planted them with Guns, that there were about 295 
Houles ruin’d when the Countericarp was taken. And 


that the French are making Lines from theScharpe to the 
- Ley, to peeve our Entrance into France after the take. 


ing of the Town. At the Hague they hear from 
“es on the rth. That the French retir’d after rie 
nading our Army, and that Prince Eugene finding no. 
thing but a Feint was gone to pufhon the Siege ang 
tis rhought that the Town wou'd be itorm’d as Ye. 
fterday. Tis likewife faid, that M. Chamillard is come 
to their Camp to make Propotals ef Peace. That the 
Duke of Savoy repulfed the Erench betore Feneftrelles 
after a fight or 3 hours.

lands,
